None of the new taxes is retroac- 
tive. The sales tax, expected to af- 
fect 140,000 manufacturers, becomes 
effective 30 days after enactment, 
while the various excise levies be- 
come effective 15 days after Presi- 
dent Hoover signs the bill. Beosts 
in individual and corporate income 
tax: are not payable until Mareh 
15, 1933, and apply on incomes of 
the current year. 

The manufactures sales tax sys- 
tem is to be operated through a 
licensing system to prevent pyra- 
miding of levies. It is to apply only 
on finished domestic and importéd 
articles ready for sale either to a 
jobber, wholesaler or retailer. Elec- 
tricity, gasoline, household gas, 
sold as a finished product, are to 
'bear the sales tax, but when sold 
as raw materials, are not. 

Some Articles Exempt. 

Articles for export to foreign 
markets, for sale to a state or po- 
litical sub-division, or those sold 
from one licensed manufacturer to 
another licensed manufacturer for 
further manufacture and are ex- 
empt along with raw foodstuffs, 
religious paraphernalia and bare 
necessaries of Iife. 


All articles or commodities, in- 
cluding tobacco, coming under spe- 
cial excise taxes, are exempt from 
the sales levy, as well as imported 
articless coming into this country 
‘before cnactment of the law. 

Farmers and their products are 
exempt from the sales tax and 
manufacturers doing a business 
less than $20,000 annually are not 
required to obtain licenses. Li- 
cense fees are $2 each. 


The bill specifies that the sales 
and special excise taxes terminate 
at the end of the fiscal year 1933, 
but places no limit on the duration 
of the ‘increased rates on individ- 
aap and corporate incomes estates 
and gifts. : 

Corporate Tax Increase. 

The corporate tax, increased from 
I2 to.13 per cent, is estimated to 
yield an additional $21,000,000. 
The increases in individual income 
and surtaxes are expected to re- 
turn $112,000,000 while $35,000,- 
000 is estimated from the doubled 
estate and the new gift taxes. 

From the flat 10 per cent tax on 
admissions to amusement places 
$90,000,000 is expected. It applies 
on admissions of 25 cents and above 
and includes motion pictures, thea- 
ter, prize fights, wrestling, baseball, 
football and opera. Exemption is 
allowed only when all the proceeds 
of such amusements go to charity.

NEW ORLEANS, March 7.—Al- 
fred A. Oliver of St. Louis, notori- 
ous ex-convict and bank robber 
who insists to police that he is a 
real estate dealer, was interrupted 
yesterday morning in the course of 
drilling into a bank vault with an 
acetylene torch. 

His carelessness in manipulating 
the torch led to his capture. He 
permitted a blanket, which hid the 
glare, to aatch fire, and a nearby 
filling station attendant saw the 
smoke rising from a ventilator in 
the bank. 

When police reached the bank, a 
branch of the Interstate Trust and 
Banking Co., Oliver was resting 
from his labors with the torch. He 
had cut a hole, large enough to 
permit him to enter the.vault, had 
thriftily gathered up 11 sacks con- 
taining $3370 in silver coin, and 


had cut part way through an in- 
ner vault where the bank's cur- 
rency is kept. 

He surrendered without a strug- 
gle, although there was a loaded 
.45 caliber automatic pistol at his 
feet and a sawed-off shétgun in a 
small valise. The rest of his 
equipment consisted of an acetylene 
tank, an oxygen tank, two torches, 
the blanket and bag, a crow bar 
and a sledge.

Capt. J, J. Lamb of the New Jer- 
sey State Police announced today 
that no demand for ransom had 
ever been made for the kidnaped 
Lindbergh baby and that neither 
the Lindberghs nor the police had 
ever had any communication from 
the kidnapers. 

This "was in direct contradic- 
tion of information obtained at 
the Lindbergh estate last week 
that a note had been fotind pinned 
to the nursery window sill de- 
| manding ransom and threatening 
harm to the baby if the text of 
the note was made public. 


The baby had been gone six days 
—a full week at 19 p. m. tomor- 
row. 

Statement at Press Conference. 

Capt. Lamb made his announce- 
ment at the morning press confer- 
ence at which he replied to a long 
list of prepared questions. 

One of the questions was: 

“Do the State police or Col. 
Lindbergh believe the baby is dead 
or alive?’’ 

“We believe the bay is alive,” 
was Capt. Lamb’s answer. 

Henry (Red) Johnson, the sailor 
friend of Miss Gow, was still de- 
tained today. He was arrested in 
Hartford, Conn., late last week 
when police found his automobile 
and a milk bottle in it. He has 
been questioned at great length 
since that time, both by Connecti- 
eut and New : Jersey authorities, 
Today he was held by Newark po- 
lice.. There was no indication that 
he had made any statements in- 
volving either himself or Miss Gow 
in the kidnaping. 

A statement by Johannsen Junge, 
husband of a seamstress employed 
at the home of Mrs. Dwight W. 
Morrow (Mrs. Lindbergh's mother) 
in Englewood, tended to remove 
Johnson from suspicion as a par- 
ticipant in the kidnaping.

do so and would take any sacrifice 
upon myself that would aid toward 
that end. 
“Nothing in the world ‘would 
have brought me into this very del- 
icate situation if I did not know 
what it is to be a father, having 
two children of my own, and if J 
did not know that the missing child 
is not only the child of the Lind- 
bergh’'s but the child of America.” 
In a second statement issued to- 
night Spitale and Irving Bitz of- 
fered to “play ball with the  kid- 
napers.” The statement was issued 
to the Daily News. It said: 
“We hope for no personal profit 
whatsoever. 
“Further, we have not been in 
communication with the kidnapers, 
nor have they been in communica- 
tion with us.”

Has ransom been demanded for the 
Lindbergh baby? Capt. J. J. Lamb 


of the State police said definitely 
today that no such demand had 
ever been made. But Mst week a 
civilian friend of Col. Lindbergh, 
closer to him than any police offi- 
clal, said just as definitely that a 
ransom note had been left by the 
kidnaper. 

Did the civilian informant, who 
would not let his name be used, 
think that by erroneously an- 
nouncing a ransom demand had 
been made he could hurry the kid- 
naper into making his demands 
known lest some impostor reap the 
reward of his crime? 

Was Capt. Lamb following the 
common police procedure of using 
the press to mislead the criminal?

. This matter of the ransom, note 
is but one phase of the case con- 
cerning which divergent reports 
have been made by police and pri- 
vate persons.

Because 
of the prospect of an invasion of 
ihe capital, Sianfu, seat of Shensi 
Province, was selected as an addi- 
tional temporary’ capital with 
Honanfu (Loyang). 
Japanese authorities declared to- 
day their troops would be  with- 
drawn from Shanghai as soon as 
it was made certain the Chinese 
army would not again enter the 
12%-mile zone. 
The declaration stimulated hopes 
of -softening the attitude of the 
Chihese Government, which had 
rejected former peace proposals, 
declaring the Chinese army would 
not’ be evacuated except on with- 
firawal of. the Japanese forces. The 
indications late this afternoon were 
that the proposed round-table con- 
ference 6f the neutral Powers 
would be discarded in favor of a 
direct Chinese-Japanese parley. 
Mamoru Shigemitsu, Japanese 
Minister, declared Japan was will- 
ing to withdraw her troops at the 
earliest practicable moment. “‘Ob- 
viously,” he said, “Japan is not 
anxious to maintain a large army 
in the Shanghai area. Our forces 
will evacuate the 12%-mile zone as 
soon as there is positive assurance 
the Chinese will not re-enter this 
area and again become a threat to 
Japanese lives and property within 
the International Settlement." He 
said that, although the time and 
place for a new conférence be- 
tween Chinese and Japanese au- 
thorities was not yet fixed, there 
was every likelihood it would be 
held in a day or so. 


“The next move is up to the 
Chinese,” he said. ‘“‘We are ready 
to talk peace conditions at any 


time. If the Chinese prefer direct 
negotiations to a round-table con- 
fewence, we have no _ objections.

There was no information as to 
how the Lindberghs had even ever 
heard of Spitale and Bitz. Police 
records siow only one charge 
against Spitale, when he was ques- 
tioned in a homicide case, but he 
was dismissed for lack of evidence. 
The only conviction against Bitz 
is a narcotic violation. Bitz was 
found guilty in 1926 of violating 
the Harrison narcotic act and sen- 
tenced to a year and a day in Fed- 
eral prison at Atlanta. 
Both Spitale and Bitz drew po- 
lice attention in connection with 
the various Jack Diamond shoot- 
ings, but no formal charges were 
ever laid against them. Salvatore 
Spitale figured in the police inves- 
tigation of the shooting of the late 
Jack “Legs’’ Diamond in the Ho- 
tel Monticello in New York, Oct. 
12, 1930. Spitale’s name also was 
projected into the investigation of 
the slaying of Diamond last De- 
cember in Albany, but he was not 
arrested in either case. Police ar- 
rested Spitale, knowh to the un- 
derworld as a “beer baron,” for 
homicide in 1928 in New York, but 
he subsequently vas discharged. 


Called “Broadway Racketecrs.” 
The New York Daily News de- 
scribes the men named by Col. 
Lindbergh as “go-betweens” ‘in ne- 
gotiations for his child’s return as 
Broadway racketeers whom  Dia- 
mond accused of “putting him on 
the spot” in the Hotel Monticello 
in 1930. 
The newspaper says that while 
Diamond was recovering upstate 
from wounds he received in the 
hotel, it obtained a statement from 
him accusing “Salvy” Spitale and 
Irving Bitz. They both denied the 
r.ccusation. 
The statement, the newspaper 
says, was given by Diamond on. 
condition that it be kept secret un- 
til after his death. He recovered 
from the Hotel Monticello attack, 
only to be killed in Albany last 
December. 

The News says Spitale was men- 
tioned in connection with the slay- 
ing, but that he denied all knowl- 
edge of it, merely indicating that 
it was “good riddance.” 

Spitale, the News says, is promi- 
nently identified with New York 
rackets, and Bitz is one of his 
trusted lieutenants. 

Diamond was reported to have 
double-crossed his former partners 
in bootlegging ventures. It was 
well known among detectives that 
bitter enmity had supplanted the 
warm friendship that once existed 
between them, 

Spitale was sought for question- 
ing after Diamond was killed. His 
brother, Joe, is the proprietor of a 
roadhouse in the Catskills near the

While Diamond was known Aas a 
man trusted by no one, Spitale is 
recognized in underworld circles as 
a man who keeps his word. 
Police Inspector Vincent Swee- 
ney in New York described him as 
‘an able fixer.”

Spitale was arrested on a narcotic 
charge in 1926 and 1927 and the 
charge was dismissed. He said he 
could not issue photographs or oth- 
er information about the two men 
because their records had been re- 
moved from his files.

They are elect- 
ed for two years and appoint all 
other City officials. Salaries of 
this governing board are nominal, 
the Mayor, highest paid member, 
receiving $58.30 a month. 

Water Rate Reduced. 
Without the issuance of a bond 
or improvement tax bill and with 
the tax rate reduced from 55 cents 
to 50 cents, there has been*a re- 
duction of 62-3 per cent in the 
water rate and a similar reduction 
in the light rate.

Failed to Be President. 


Only one gift, the presidency of 
the French republic, was denied 
him by his fellow parliamentarians. 
Strangely that defeat came after 
one of his most dramatic triumphs, 
an indorsement by the Chamber of 
Deputies of hi3 foreign policies aft- 
er they had been under prolonged 
fire by the Nationalist elements of 
his country. 

The vote encouraged Briand’s 
friends to put him forward as a 
presidentia! candidate in opposition 
to Paul Doumer, even though the 
election was only four days away.

Coming on top of the indorse- 
ment of Briand policies by those 
same parliamentarians, this defeat 
hit Europe with dramatic force.

Son of Saloonkeeper. 

Aristide Pierre Henri Briand was 
born at Nantes, Brittany, May 28, 
1862, of a Breton father and a Ven- 
deean mother. They were of peas- 
ant stock, but had deserted the land 
to engage in retail commerce. Dur- 
ing his childhood they took over a 
littie saloon in the rough seaside 
town of St. Nazaire, well-known in 
the United States as the first port 
of debarkation of the American 
Expeditionary Forces. 

Thus it was that three sons of 
tavernkeepers — Briand, Gustav 
Stresemann and Benito Mussolini— 
were the central figures in post- 
war European diplomacy for a con- 
siderable period, as Foreign Minis- 
ters of France, Germany and Italy. 
The combination was broken by the 
death of Stresemann and Musso- 


lini’s handing over his portfolio in| 


1929 to Dino Grandi. 

With them at international con- 
ferences they had the newly-aristo- 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
son of a Birmingham screw manu- 
facturer. It was a far cry from the 
noble Talleyrands and Castlereaghs 
of the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, and the Metternichs, Lis- 
marcks and Salisburys of a later 
era. 

Briand was graduated in law and 
started political life by writing for | 
an anarchist newspaper. He 
switched to less radical views, be- 
came associated with Jean Jaures, 
the Socialist leader who was assas- 
sinated shortly after the outbreak 
of the World War in July, 1914, 
and espoused the cause of labor 
unions. 

In 1894 he distinguished himseH

workingmen’s congress in 
Nantes, persuaded the gathering tc 
adopt his ideas and became recog- 
nized as a leader of Socialists. 
Thereafter he was a frequent can- 
didate for a seat in Parliament, but 
was unsuccessful until 1902. 

Break With Soctalists. 

He broke with the Socialists in 
March, 1906, when he aecepted the 
Ministry of Education and Fubli¢ 
Worspip in the Bourgeois Cabinet 
of Sarrien. By this step he drew 
on himself the furious invectives o°* 
Jaures, but he only shrugged his 
already stooped shoulders and for 
the next 25 years continued to as- 
sociate with fellow Cabinet mem- 
bers of almost every shade of do- 
mestic political belief.

The proposal aroused world-wide 
interest and the text of the Briand 
message was cabled back to Eu- 
rope by American correspondents 
of foreign newspapers. Official 
Washington heard the voices of ad- 
herents to the idea and countered 
with a proposal that the pact be 
made world-wide and ultinyately 53 
nations signed the agreement in 
Paris.

‘He. traveled unostentatiously 
from Port Arthur, going to Dairen 
by motor and boarding a train of 
the South Manchuria Railway 
there. A different train - brought 
Mme. Pu-yi to Tangkangtze four 
bours later. 

He expects to resume his journey 
tomorrow. The inauguration at 
Changchun is fixed for Wednes- 
day. Elaborate preparations are 
being made. 

Decorations in Changchun, 

Hugs archways have been erect- 
ed in front of the Changchun rail- 
way station and along the route 
Pu-yi will travel to the former city 
hall, the temporary presidential 
palace. Illuminations and flags 
have been strung along the main 
thoroughfare and over the princi- 
pal buildings, with huge illuminat- 
ed. signs of congratulations.

Special District at Mukden. 

Mukden, capital of Manchuria 
for more than three centuries, is 
to be a special administrative dis- 
trict, like Harbin, when Chang- 
chun supersedes it as the capital. 

Japanese press dispatches from 
Changchun say the géndarmerie 
combed the walled city yesterday 
for possible disturbers and enemies 
of the new regime, arresting six 
and seizing 1900 rifles and other 
munitions. The. search: followed 
reports of a plot among former 
followers of Chang Hsiao-liang, de- 
posed Governor of Manchuria, to 
upset the inaugural festivities. 

Pu-yi' is the last of the Manchu 
rulers of China. Mis ancestors in- 
vaded China from Manchuria in 
the seventeenth century and held 
the throne until the dynasty was 
overthrown by the republic in 1912. 
He became Emperor at the age of 
2% years and now is only 26. 
Since abdication, Pu-y! has been 
sheltered by Japan.

TO FREEZE PRICES 
IN EVENT OF WAR 


Policies Commision Recom- 
mends Change in Con- 
stitution to Give Govern- 
ment Power.

WASHINGTON, March 7. — A 
constitutional amendment to per- 
mit .the freezing of prices at the 
Outbrgak of a war was recom- 
mended to Congress today by the 
War Policies Commission in its 
final report based on many months 
of investigation into eliminating 
profits from such conflicts.

A resolution proposing the 
amendment was immediately of- 
fered by Senator Vandenberg 


(Rep.), Michigan, a member of the 
commission on behalf of himself 
and other senatorial members. 
was referred to the 
ciary Committee. 

The report was forwarded to 
Congress by President Hoover. 

Objections by Senators Robinson 
(Rep.), Indiana, and Dill (Dem.), 
Washington, prevented action on a 
resolution offered’ by Vandenberg 
asking that the commission’s rec- 
ommendations for an excess profit 
tax be referred to the Secretary of 
the Treasury for an opinion. 

The tax would be 95 per cent of 
all earnings of corporations and 
individuals in excess of the aver- 
age for three preceding. years. 

King said Congress now had full 
power not only to tax 95 per cent 
of war profits, but all of them. 


Dill asked why the commissidn |’ 


had not complied with its instruc- 
tions and recommended a plan for 
eliminating, instead of merely 
equalizing, the profits of war. 

Vandenberg said the commission 
had concluded the taxing power 
was the best method for taking the 
profits out of war.
